Fieririous California gold coins have recently been offered for sale (half-dollar 
pieces at 17} cents, and quarters at 8? cents), as shown by an illustrated circular which 
has lately been received from a Baiekant in San Francisco, Cal. 

These so-called “coins,” though advertised as showing “the largest profit made on 
any article in the United States,” should really have no interest whatsoever for collec- 
tors, for they are neither truthful representations of the originals, nor do they possess 
the intrinsic values designated. 

Can reputable dealers wonder that they are discredited when such palpable tricks 
as this can be perpetrated, without interference? The circular speaks for itself, and the 
writer trusts that its purport may soon become sufficiently known among those inter- 
ested in numismatics, who desire to encourage the legitimate and condemn the spurious, 
to frustrate this “ ill-advised attempt to induce ofhers to fool the public.”

We give some quotations from the circular sent us by Mr. Drowne, but deem it best to withhold 
the name of the person offering these imitations, for we do not care to advertise him; we are confident _

[ return herewith the letter that you left with me last evening, 
In 1897 a book was published ty the War Department sivin3g the laws and resulations 
rejardins the United States Medal of Honor and names of those who had up to that time 
received it. This referred to the arry alone. I do not know of any such publication 
resardins the medal of honor as awarded in the navy. Since the publication of this 
book, the design of the medal of honor for the army has been entirely changed. The 
naval Good Conduct Medal was first issued as a small nickel maltese cross, and later 
changed to a bronze medal, which is issued with bars bearins the names of the various 
ships on which the recipient may have served. There are also four service medals for 
the navy for the Civil War, Operations in the West Indies 1898, Operations in the 
Philiipines 1898 — 1903, and the China Relief Expedition of which there are two, one 
for Santiago, the other for Guantanamo. These medals were all in bronze, There are 
five army service medals, also bronze, for the Civil War, Indian Campaiénes, War with 
Spain 1898, Phillipine Insurrection 1899, China Relief Expedition 1900 - 1901, and a 
medal for merit. As far as I know these are the orly government decorations for the 
army and navy.

@ valuation of the collection, fair both to Mr. Pehrson and to the Soe 
ciety. The average of our appraisals amount to five hundred and twenty 
five (526) dollars for the four thousand six hundred and thirty six 
(4,636) coins, medals and tokens comprising the collection. Of this 
number between twoethirds and three-fourths are not represented in the 
Society's collection, while of the remainder there are many which can be 
used to improve the specimens already in our cabinet. Particularly note- 
worthy are the issues of the Scandinavian countries in which our cole 
lection is very weak. 


It is therefore of especial importance that we contribute towards 
this fund, not only to assist Mr. Pehrson in his present great misfor- 
tune, but aiso to enhance the Society's collection with a series of 
coins which has been br t together with unusual care and discrimina- 
tion.

CHANGE IN S1Z® OF PAPER MONEY PROPOSED 
Recently there has been a revival of the discussion of 1910 
concerning a proposed reduction in the size of our paper money to that 
of the Phillipines, which measures: @ 5/8" x 6 1/4" (inches) 

No goo@ reason has been advanced for such change except that 
of economy which our present Administration in Washington is endeavor- 
i to introduce in all Departments.” 

oe This matter was pretty well thrashed out in 1910 when the same 
question was quite thoroughly discussed in banking circles. There are, 
however, a great many men of middle age in charge of our banking in- 
eticutions today to whom this question is new and who are anxious to 
give the matter the benefit of their ie hege—o nal - 

It is doubtful whether the amount to be saved in paper, ink, 
labor, etc., will begin to compensate for all the trouble and expense 
which banking institutions and others will be put to, if the size of 
our paper money is made smailer. 

With the present large reserves in hands of the banks, the 
present size is likely to be in circulation fifty or seventy-five 
years hence. It is, indeed, no uncommon thing now to find paper money 
in circulation which bears dates of 1862-63 and 1869, and banks and 
private individuals had much less money in those days to place in re- 
serve than now. 

| The Officials of the Treasury Department are of the opinion 
that if a sufficient number of small sized notes are prepared in ad- 
vance, an exchange for the larger ones could be made quickly, and the 
trouble would be all over in a very short time. 

This is not likely to be the case. The banks, as well as the 
public, will be averse to doing something they are not compelled to, 
because it means extra labor and expense. 

Should there be no rapid exchange of the larger bills for 
smaller, two sizes of paper money would be in circulation. It would 
then become necessary for banks to sort the notes according to size, 
rete ped two ete are "strapped" together it will lead to confu- 
sion a errors in count.
